I. I am a co-inventor ofthe subject matter claimed in the patent application having U. S. 
Serial Nq. 1 0/799,94 1 . 

2- I have been informed that the claims now pending in this application are directed to a 
pharmaceutical composition comprising a therapeutically effective amount of secretin in 
synergistic combination with a therapeutically effective amount of oxytocin. 

3. I have been informed that pending claims ofthe '94 1 applicationhave been rejected by 
the patentExaminer over Hol lander (U.Si Pub. No. 2006/0 105939) in view of an on-line NIH 
news alert fThe Use of Secretin to Treat Autism'' Internet document), and further in view of 
Swain (E. Swain. Pharmaceutical and Medical Packaging News) and PIERCE (PIERCE 
Technical Resource Sheet TR0043.0 "Protein Stability and Storage''). 

4. I conceived of the pharmaceutical composition claimed in the -941 application at least 
prior to August 17. 2001 as evidenced by the experiments and notes included in the laboratory 
notebooks attached. A redacted eppy of relevant lab notebook entries is attached as Exhibit A.
